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Lance irreplaceable, says Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Bert 
Lance affair is over and President 
Carter, deprived of his closest friend and 
adviser in government, must find a new 
budget director. 
No matter who fills Lance’s chair at 
the Office of Management and Budget, 
the relationship will not be the same. 
“I don't think there is any way I could 
find anyone to replace Bert Lance who 
would be as competent, as strong, as de­ 
cent and as close to me as a friend and 
adviser as he’s been,” Carter said, near 
tears during a nationally televised news 
conference Wednesday. 
“His replacement will be adequate, of 


course,” Carter added. “But I don’t 
think I can find anyone to (truly) replace 
him.” 
Lance, who remained popular and 
amiable to the end, gave no indication of 
when he intends to leave the nation’s 
capital and return to Georgia. 
Carter promised there would be an 
"orderly transition” in the budget office. 
He said Lance’s chief aides at OMB — 
deputy director, Jam es M cIntyre, 
Bowman Cutter and Harrison Welford — 
were "highly competent” and would 
carry on until a new budget director is 
selected. 
Because McIntyre handled most of the 


day-to-day activities at OMB, specula­ 
tion has centered on his taking over 
Lance’s job. However, Carter may want 
to bring in an outsider with stronger ties 
to the business community. Lance was 
considered the administration’s “ambas­ 
sador” to business. 
Sen. Charles Percy of Illinois, the top 
Republican on Lance’s panel of in­ 
quisitors and a chief Lance critic, said 
the resignation decision was "correct" 
because it was "in the best interest of 
the country and the best interest of the 
administration.” However, he added 
"my heart goes out to the President and 
to the Lance family.” 


Several other Republicans used the 
identical word when asked their reac­ 
tion: "sad.” 
The reason for Lance’s exit from 
national politics involved subjects that 
were foreign to most Americans — 
"correspondent relationships” between 
banks and the double pledge of collateral 
to obtain loans, for instance. 
Also, there were allegations almost 
everybody understood, such as check 
overdrafts and contradictions of sworn 
testimony. 
Lance and Carter met for 45 minutes 
before dawn Monday to discuss the situa­ 
tion and review each allegation that had 


been lodged. 
"I told Bert I thought he had ex­ 
onerated himself completely,” Carter 
said at his news conference. He said he 
asked Lance "to make his own decision 
about what his choice would be.” 
The decision came Tuesday afternoon 
when, according to Carter, Lance told 
him he thought it was best to leave 
Washington. 
Carter had scheduled his news con­ 
ference for 3 p.m. EDT Wednesday, but 
delayed it for two hours to allow Lance 
time to draft a letter of resignation. 
The President was somber and unsmil­ 
ing throughout the news conference. He 


made it quite clear he would remain 
loyal to the end. 


"Bert Lance is my friend,” he said. “I 
know him, personally, as well as if he 
was my own brother. I know him without 
any doubt in my mind or heart to be a 
good and an honorable man.” 


Carter read the letter from Lance, 
drafted with the assistance of respected 
attorney Clark Clifford, which said it 
was important to Lance “that my name 
and reputation be cleared ... I believe 
this has been done. As I said at the 
Senate hearings, my conscience is 
clear.” 


WORKING ON the frame of his greenhouse project is 
Robert Ramming, assisted by his girlfriend.

Union Oil operations threatened 
by state environmental standards

Union Oil operations, a fixture of Lom­ 
poc Valley industrial life since before the 
turn of the century could be phased into 
extinction if the state fails to modify ex­ 
isting environmental standards, it was 
learned Wednesday. 
S tate W ater R eso u rces Board 
members will consider the adoption of 
“ocean plan amendments” at a hearing 
in Sacramento on Oct. 19. The adoption 
of the amendments will not eliminate all 
of the problems faced by Union Oil Co., 
but it would make it a little easier for the 
company to meet environmental require­ 
ments, according to Jay Nithswonger, 
environm ental sp ec ia list for the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board 
Problems faced by the company boil 
down to the quality of the water or brine 
discharge that is a byproduct of oil well 


extraction. The brine comes up with the 
crude oil and must be disposed of. 
Historically, the company used an out­ 
fall discharge at Surf, west of Lompoc. 
The Regional Water Quality Control 
Board objected to that arrangement 
recently because the discharge was 
polluting the ocean Company officials 
were the first to concede that fact and 
ordered a halt to the use of the outfall. 
Meanwhile, however, the company has 
had to “reinject” the brine into the 
ground, a process that will in time flood 
out the oil basin and effectively end oil 
extraction in Lompoc Valley 
Ed Billington, area superintendent for 
Union Oil, estimates the field, which lies 
in a perimeter around the valley, could 
be flooded and useless for oil extraction 
in three to five years 
There are two possible strategies that 
could extend the life of the Union opera- 


Air Force predicts job 
reduction at Vandenberg

The U.S. Air Force has forecast an 
eight to ten per cent reduction of 
authorized civilian jobs for Fiscal Year 
1978 - Oct. 1, 1977 to Sept. 30, 1978 
In anticipation of the potential cut, 
civilian personnel directors have been in­ 
structed to start planning which posi­ 
tions would be eliminated. 
Under consideration for reduction 
would be "general schedule” (salaried) 
and "wage grade” (hourly) positions 
Currently there are 1,570 such 
authorized positions at Vandenberg Air 
F orce B ase, Inform ation O fficer 
Leonard Brady said, 900 of which are as­ 
signed to Strategic Air Command (SAC). 
Brady said that 1,513 of the 1,570 
authorized positions are currently filled, 
840 of the 900 SAC positions. 
In achieving the eight to 10 per cent 
personnel reduction, the unfilled as well 
as filled positions could be among the 
some 150 to be eliminated, Brady said. 
Thus the reduction would not necessarily 
mean that eight to 10 per cent of current 
staff would be laid off. 
Also, Brady said, the reduction would 
be achieved partly through "atrophy,” 
the elimination of positions after person­ 
nel retire. 
According to a letter from SAC 
headquarters to civilian personnel direc­ 


tors at VAFB, the following actions 
would be taken: 
— "identification of 10 per cent of the 
current authorized positions within each 
unit, in priority order, to be eliminated 
in the event of an across-the-board 
reduction 
— "identification of functions that 
could be converted to contract, totally or 
in part, with resultant civilian man­ 
power savings. 
— "identification of service/support 
functions for reduction, elimination or 
consolidation with resultant manpower 
savings. 
— "preparation of impact statements 
on reduced services, support and 
operational capabilities resulting from 
(the jobs reduction).” 
SAC headquarters states to personnel 
managers, "This message alerts you to 
the pending reductions...(to) emphasize 
the need for advanced planning in order 
to accom plish the reduction with 
minimal financial and management 
trauma to your organization.” 
In each of the two previous years, 
there was a five per cent reduction of 
civilian jobs due to federal funding cuts, 
according to Maj, Richard Kline of the 
VAFB Information Office. However, he 
said, there had been no predictions or 
forecasts of job reductions like the one 
just issued, he said. 


tion One is redesigning of the outfall to 
include a "diffuser" a method that would 
cost up to $1 million. The other is to sub­ 
ject the brine to "tertiary” treatment. 
Company officials said the latter method 
would be economically unfeasible. If it 
came to that, the company would 
abandon the outfall system and reinject 
the brine for as long as that could be 
done and still get an economical grade of 
crude. 
Both industry officials and state of­ 
ficials express optimism that the state 
body will approve the ocean plan amend­ 
ments. Nithswonger, for one. says the 
amendments "are going to be much 
more fair.” 
Bill Leonard, another official of the 
regional board, said the oil company dis­ 
charge into the ocean doesn’t meet stan­ 
dards and that the board had given the 
company a timetable for re-design of the 
outfall facility and for completion of con­ 
struction by July I, 1978, 
Final company decision on that kind of 
construction expenditures has not been 
made yet. 
If the state fails to adopt the ocean 
plan amendments, however, the com­ 
pany would fall back on reinjection of the 
brine and that would mean the end was in 
sight for the company operations in Lom­ 
poc.

Third shuttle 
flight Friday

When the space shuttle orbiter 
Enterprise glides through its third free 
flight tomorrow morning, the pilots of 
the 75-ton airship may feel they are along 
for little more than just the ride. 
Besides the usual handling and struc­ 
tural tests, the third solo under the hot 
desert sun at Edwards Air Force Base 
also will introduce the automatic landing 
system of the Enterprise. 


The flight is planned to last for five 
minutes, 17 seconds from the time the 
orbiter lifts off the back of the 747 
carrier aircraft to touchdown on the 
baked Rogers lakebed runway. A 
National Aeronautics Space Administra­ 
tion spokeswoman today said for about 
65 seconds of the solo, the Enterprise 
will be zeroing in on the runway with its 
"autoland” system. 


Named the Microwave Scan Beam 
Landing System, the autoland flight con­ 
trol system uses electronic beams which 
sweep across the landing strip and are 
transmitted to the spacecraft’s on-board 
computers. Should the beam show the 
programmed flight approach to the 
runway is off line, the orbiter’s com­ 
puters w ill com m and correctiv e 
maneuvers. 
Commander Fred Haise and co-pilot 
Gordon Fullerton, who piloted the 
pioneer Enterprise solo Aug. 12, will 
return to the orbiter cockpit for the third 
free flight. 
Haise should punch into the autoland 
system at about 10,000 feet, resume con­ 
trol of the orbiter at about 3,000 feet and 
then manually land the aircraft. 
To land, the orbiter will return to 


runway 17 where the first free flight 
touched down. An unseasonal tropical 
storm last month drenched the desert 
runway and forced the second free flight 
to land on a shorter, alternate runway. 
Weather for tomorrow’s flight is 
predicted to be a characteristically 
clear, sunny desert day. 
With a successful flight tomorrow, the 
fourth free flight could come as early as 
Oct. 14 or Oct. 18. NASA will announce 
the date of the next flight Oct. 4. 
The fourth solo will be the first with 
the Enterprise’s tail cone off. The tail 
cone reduces wind drag and removing 
the cone presents complications for both 
the orbiter and the 747 taxi aircraft. The 
tail cone covers the orbiter’s engines 
which function in outer space but cannot 
be fired in the earth’s atmosphere. 
The third free flight will have a tough 
act to follow since both previous orbiter 
solos bordered on near perfection. But 
the NASA spokeswoman claimed the 
striking success has not changed much 
around the Mojave Desert base. 
' ‘There seems to be a very good feeling 
around here.” she said from the Dry den 
Flight Research Center at Edwards, 
"but nobody is taking anything for 
granted. That’s why there are all the 
safety checks and systems checks before 
each flight.” 
The first test flight into earth orbit for 
the space shuttle is scheduled for early 
1979. The shuttle program should begin 
hauling men and equipment into space 
later in the early 1980s Vandenberg Air 
Force Base should enter the program 
with the scheduled launch of the number 
three orbiter — yet to be built — from 
the southside of the base sometime in 
1982

Lompoc is changing. 
So went the major thrust of a state of 
the city presentation yesterday at a 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce 
Luncheon 


“This promises to be one of the most 
exciting years in the city’s history,” City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers told the 
almost 60 chamber members who turned 
out for the regular meeting "It will be a 
record year in construction, both public 
and private, for the city.” 


Wahlers then turned the podium over 
to Assistant City Administrator Bob 
Livingston who narrated a 20-minute sl­ 
ide snow on city activities and new city 
projects planned for next year. 


Among the items Livingston touched 
on were: 
—A new enlarged city fire station to be 
built on the same site as the old station 
—A new 26.000-square-foot Civic 
Center projected for construction on a 
section of Floresta Park The building 
will be the first new city hall in Lompoc 
history. 


—Construction under way at two new 
city parks and projected for another if 
grant funds can be obtained. 
—An updated communications system 
initiated six months ago at the Police 
Department which will combine both 
police and fire communications. 
—Added recreational facilities to in­ 
clude a racquetball fa cility and 
skateboard track. 


—Commencement of full operations at 
the new regional wastewater treatment 
plant. 
Livingston also passed out a pie­ 
shaped breakdown of revenues and ex­ 
penditures of this year’s 812 million city 
budget. He noted the budget was 
significantly larger than last year’s and 
attributed the boost to two major causes. 


First, he said spiraling energy costs 
were passed on to the city by Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. The city purchases power 
wholesale from PG&E and redistributes 
electricity to city residents 


Also, Livingston said the city es­ 
tablished an equipment depreciation 
reserve account. This program would 
provide reserve funds for replacement of 
equipment on a cost effective basis 
hopefully eliminating extraordinary 
large expenditures in any one year. 


Gromyko, Vance attempt 
to break SALT deadlock 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance met to­ 
day in a new attempt to break the 
deadlock on long term limitation of 
stategic weapons. 
Gromyko — who will discuss pos­ 
sib le s for another U.S.Soviet arms pact 
with President Carter Friday — was 
welcomed by Vance personally at the 
front door of the State Department. 
“Welcome to our house,” said Vance. 
"It is nice to see you, sir.” 
Vance, Gromyko and their aides were 
conferring through the morning, then 
lunching together. Gromyko was sche­ 
duled to return for a late afternoon ses­ 
sion. 
The 1972 strategic arms pact that 
opened the era of detente between the 
superpowers apparently will be allowed 
to expire while the United States and 
Soviet Union informally abide by its 
provisions and talk about a new agree­ 
ment. 
“I have come with a feeling of good 
w ill,” Gromyko said on arrival at 


Andrews Air Force Base in suburban 
Washington 
Wednesday. 
"We are 
prepared to seek common language ... 
but I should say the results will depend 
on movement by both sides.” 


U.S. officials decided against seeking a 
formal extension of the agreement 
because they feared such a formality 
might precipitate a divisive dehate in 
Congress. By law, the United States may 
not be bound by arms limitations unless 
Congress has fully reviewed them. 


Administration 
strategists hope the 
informal extension may last into early 
1978. They fear if negotiations drag on 
much longer, however, severe congres­ 
sional criticism may arise. 
"We are now down to three or four 
tough issues, which have to be resolved,” 
said Marshall Shulman, Vance’s top 
Soviet adviser, m the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee last week. 
"It does seem to me that we are close 
enough that with a little effort from both 
sides we could narrow the gap sig­ 
nificantly.” 


Israeli troops fortify positions 
within boundaries of Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Israeli 
troops today fortified positions inside 
Lebanon while rival Palestinians and lef­ 
tists built up thier defenses at a 12th cen­ 
tury Crusader castle. 
H ow ever, new sm en in southern 
Lebanon said the fighting between 
Palestinian-leftist forces and Israeli- 
backed Christian rightists suddenly 
slackened in intensity — possibly 
because of the Israeli obvservace of 
Yom Kippur. 


Nevertheless, the Israelis occupying 
positions at southeast Nabihek Aouedi 
Hill continued to fortify the area, the 
reports said. 
Nabihek Aouedi Hill commands a no­ 
man’s land separating the Palestinians 
and leftists from the southern flank of 
the Christian rightists in the enclave of 
Marjayoun and Kleia. The enclave is a 
thumb of land that jabs up about 6 miles 


into Palestinian-leftist territory from 
the tip of Israel. 
The Israeli-held military zone was es­ 
timated to extend about 2.5 miles along a 
mile-wide belt on the extreme northern 
tip of the country’s border with Lebanon. 
Although the Israel troops and armor 
scaled down their hammering of Palesti­ 
nians and le fis ts , they rem ained 
perilously close to Syrian troop positions 
in the southern war zone. 
A scant eight miles of rocky hillside 
separated the Israelis from the southern­ 
most positions of the Syrian troops of the 
Arab League peacekeeping force for 
Lebanon near Aichiyeh. But the Syrians 
have made no nove to extend their posi­ 
tions south. 
In Damascus, government-controlled 
Syrian newspapers called for a unified 
Arab approach to end the continued 
Israeli military intervention in southern 
Lebanon.

More than one dwelling on a 
parcel may be illegal, but what 
about the fairly common tradi­

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Or consider the fam ily who 
wants to build a small house for 
their aging parent on one 
parcel—can that situation be 
likened to a farm employe 
dwelling, which is not illegal? 
Such questions brought wide 
disagreement within the Plann­ 
ing 
Commission 
Wednesday, 
and they decided to form a com­ 
mittee to study the matter and

The issue is not a new one; in 
fact, it has been talked about 
often over the years, prompting 
Commissioner Donald Lahr to 
m ove to s im p ly file the 
proposed amendments to the 
applicable 
zoning ordinances 
designed to make these issues 
clear That motion tailed, and 
Commissioners Charis Bratt. 
Carol Nash. Suzanne Duca and 
Ted Gates were “ volunteered” 
to look even further into the 
controversy. 
Deputy County Counsel Susan 


Trescher said the legal defini­ 
tion of a violation would be if an 
accupant of a second house had 
“ sole and exclusive rights ’ to 
occupy. That would include a 
renter or a part owner or even a 
family member whether or not 
money is involved 
Lahr wanted to table the mat­ 
ter because he thought “ the 
subdivision map act takes care 
of this ” The amendments 
proposed would allow double 
dwelling only on residentially 
zoned properties or agricultural 
parcels. 
Bratt brought up a point 
which put her "in a quandary” 
about the issue, w here a 
property owner built a house 
for an aging parent, then the 
parent dies so that “ the logical 
reason for the dw elling is 
gone.” Often, she said, the 
owner would then rent the 
dwelling, which would be a 
violation. 
Duca felt that the planners 
“ had to live with the problem” 
and 
ihat current ordinances 
were enough to handle excep­ 
tions. 
A fte r the subcom m ittee 
reports back, the planners ex­ 
pect to hold a public hearing on 
the matter.

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CIA criticized for keeping 
secret paper duplicates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
CIA was under fire today for 
allegedly keeping “ double re­ 
cords” of secret experiments 
and trying to shift responsibili­ 
ty to the Defense Department 
for financing and carrying out 
some of the controversial 
programs. 
The conflict between the two 
d e p a rtm e n ts w as a lm o st 
eclipsed Wednesday by bizarre 
testimony from Dr. Sidney Got­ 
tlieb. a former CIA biologist, 
who said foreign agents may 
have targeted U.S. presidents 
for “ covert actions” and ac­ 
tually “ disoriented” members 
of Richard Nixon’s staff during 
one of the former president’s 
foreign trips. 
He had few details. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
M ass.. chairman of a health and 
scientific research subcom­ 
mittee investigating 25 years of 
the secret drug and behavior 
control experim ents which 
ended in 1973. brought out the 
CIA-Defense Department con­ 
flict. 
He released a Pentagon brief 
documenting what experiments 
its intelligence organizations 
had carried out on their own 
and which had been m aster­ 


minded by the CIA, using 
defense organs as cover and a 
"conduit” for expenses. 
The brief, which disputed 
previous testimony by CIA 
Director Stansfield Turner, 
said: 
“ It appears from the (Defen­ 
se) documents that the three 
codeword projects of the CIA 
identified by the D irector 
(Turner) in his testimony as 
basicly Department of Defense 
projects were, in fact, planned, 
directed and controlled by the 
CIA ” 
“ We have,” Kennedy told 
Turner Wednesday, “ a conflict 
between two organizations as to 
responsibility....” 
Turner said the agency is still 
searching for documentation. 
“ The search process is not easy 
and there is no way to assure 
you that something may not 
turn up this afternoon,” he said. 
He said two known operations 
under question were run by the 
CIA but were “ part of a larger 
CIA envelope including the 
Defense Department.” 
A Pentagon brief on the 
department's drug and other 
research, with or without the 
CIA. said the Army participat­ 
ed in three programs from 1969 


to 1973, the Navy in five from 
1947 to 1973, and the Air Force 
in none. 
“ In four of th ese eight 
p ro g ra m s,” it sa id , “ the 
Department of Defense partici­ 
pation was limited to channel­ 
ing funds to outside contractors 
in order that the sponsorship of 
the CIA be covered. In two of 
the remaining four programs, 
there was no testing on human 
subjects. Four of the programs 
were terminated in the 1950s 
and the remainder were ter­ 
minated in 1973.” 
. 
The brief described one Navy 
project in 1952 which involved 
administering “ speech-induci­ 
ng drugs” to eitfit unuspecting 
Soviet defectors in Europe. 
Turner was also questioned 
closely on testim ony from 
witnesses that the CIA kept in 
its files two types of records on 
certain secret operations — one 
“ boilerplate” as a cover and 
the other the real thing. 
Turner said working files 
were “ necessarily incomplete” 
to compartmentalize sensitive 
information so that a man 
working on one part of a project 
might not know what another 
was doing. Complete reports 
were filed separately. 
Charter airline information 
gap linked to inadequate ads 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
su m ers are being denied 
adequate information about 
new. cheap charter airline 
flights because newspaper ads 
for them are both scarce and 
sketchy. 


That conclusion comes from 
an eight-week study of travel 
ads in 11 big cities, sponsored 
by American Express and done 
in cooperation with the federal 
Office of Consumer Affairs and 
the Consumer Federation of 
America, the nation’s largest 


organized consumer group. 
Esther Peterson, President 
C arter's consumer adviser, 
said the survey is “ distressing” 
because it indicates only about 
5 per cent of all newspaper 
travel ads involve charters and 
“ it is also disturbing that only 1 
per cent of the ads that do ap­ 
pear contain explanations of the 
economic risk involved.” 
Backers of the study feared 
that unless things change the 
liberalized charter fares that 
consumer groups and others 
won after years of efforts could

minority regime was negotiat­ 
ing a cease-fire. “ We have no 
knowledge of this,” a spokes­ 
man said 
The sources said Sithole 
believes his contacts both with 
the guerrillas and the govern­ 
ment have been “ very good and 
very encouraging” but added 
the talks were “ at a delicate 
stage.” 
Sithole’s contacts — involving 


only those nationalist guerrillas 
o p e ra tin g from b a se s in 
Mozambique, Rhodesia s east­ 
ern neighbor — have not in­ 
cluded direct m eetings be­ 
tween the government and the 
insurgents, the sources said 
Sithole. the nominal president 
of the Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) 
African National Union, has 
said black guerrillas would stop 
the five-year race war if he 
ordered a cease-fire He added, 
however, that a climate of trust 
had to be fostered first. 
The government allowed Si­ 
thole to return from 27 months 
of self-exile in July after he had 
criticized the Patriotic Front — 
the black guerrilla organization 
the government has called 
“ public enemy No. 1.” 
In a related development, a 
governm ent m in ister said 
Wednesday President Carter is 
trying to bring black majority 
rule to Rhodesia because he 
“ desperately needs a success” 
in foreign policy. 


Haiti marks anniversary, 
grants amnesty to 104 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti 
(UPI) — The rulers of Haiti, 
among the most repressive in 
the Western Hemisphere, have 
marked their 20th year in power 
by fr e e in g 104 p o lit ic a l 
prisoners — some who had been 
thought dead and others jailed 
for decades. 
The am n esty announced 
Wednesday came a little more 
than a month after U N. Am­ 
bassador Andrew Young sharp­ 
ly criticized H aiti’s human 
rights record during a visit to 
the Caribbean island 
The prisoners were ordered 
freed by President Jean-Claude 
Duvalier to mark the 20 years 
in power begun by his late 
father, Francois “ Papa Doc" 
Duvalier when he was elected 
Sept 22. 1957. Jean-Claude suc­ 
ceeded Francois when he died 
in 1971. 
The prisoners were freed in a 
short ceremony inside the Port 
Au Prince prison as several 
reporters looked on. 
Prison officials lined the 
prisoners up in front of the 
reporters and called out the 
names of those to be freed. 
One by one, the men stepped 
forward, some looking bewil­ 
dered by the proceedings 
When all 104 were assembled, 
they were m arched to the 
prison gate where thousands of 
Haitians gathered outside broke 
into cheers and surged towards 
the prisoners 


Prison guards at the gates 
patted the backs of some of the 
departing prisoners. 
Eleven of the freed prisoners 
will not be permitted to remain 
in Haiti because the govern­ 
ment claim s they were trained 
by Cuba or the Soviet Union in 
subversion and sabotage. It is 
believed they will be deported 
to France. 
Haiti was the only country 
whose government Young open­ 
ly criticized during his 10-nation 
tour of the Caribbean basin in 
August 
He criticized Haiti’s “ impris­ 
onment of voices of dissent, the 
denying of access to families 
and the denial of the most fun­ 
damental human rights.” 
His comments were similar 
to those in a Carter administra­ 
tion report in January that said 
H a itia n 
p r is o n e r s 
w ere 
detained “ for extended periods 
without regard to due process.” 
Francois Duvalier declared 
himself “ president for life” in 
1964 and ruled Haiti with an 
iron fist that earned him a 
reputation as one of the most 
repressive rulers in the hemis­ 
phere.

Manson's bid

Malibu. also was killed, two 
months before the slaying 
actress Sharon Tate. 
Attorneys for Manson sought 
the new trial on grounds of ex­ 
cessive pre-trial publicity, im­ 
proper jury selection and im­ 
properly introduced evidence. 


Radioactive 
cloud does 
no damage 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency received no reports of 
short term dam age from a 
radioactive cloud which passed 
over the northwest states, the 
agency said Wednesday. 
The cloud, debris from last 
week’s nuclear test in China, 
drifted over the Great Lakes 
region today. 
EPA scientists said the long 
term impact in the northwest 
won’t be assessed for several 
days. 
“ Our big concern is the 
weather,” said an EPA spokes­ 
man in San Francisco. “ We’re 
always praying for rain out 
here, but we’d be better off if 
we don’t haw any right now.” 
Rain could filter the deadly 
nuclear particles out of the at­ 
mosphere into the meadows 
and pasturelands where cattle 
and sheep might eat the con­ 
tam inated plants. Ingested 
radioactive particles could be 
stored in the animals until sl­ 
a u g h te re d an d e a te n by 
humans, or could be transmit­ 
ted into the milk of dairy cows, 
he said. 
The EPA, in cooperation with 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion, said it will activate a 
pasteurized milk surveillance 
network on Monday. It said that 
date was chosen because there 
is a delay between arrival of 
fallout debris in the air and the 
time it reaches market milk. 
In Washington, the Federal 
Aviation Administration said 
W ednesday the radioactive 
cloud poses no hazard to airline 
passengers and crews, although 
it is traveling at a height of 
35,000 feet — the altitude at 
which many of the nation’s 
cross-country airline flights 
operate.

59 persons die 
in Philippine 
reprisal attack 


ZAMBOANGA CITY. Philip­ 
p in e s (U P I) — An arm y 
reprisal attack on Moslem 
guerrilla strongholds killed 59 
persons, wounded hundreds and 
razed a sm all town to the 
ground, authorities and wit­ 
nesses said today. 
An estim ated 2,000 army 
troops backed by gunboats and 
propeller-driven fighter-bomb- 
ers were taking part in the 
strike against the Moslem posi­ 
tions in the Sulu Archipelago. 
600 miles south of Manila. 
A u th orities 
reported 
39 
rebels. 12 military personnel 
and five women and three 
children caught in crossfire 
were killed in the three days of 
warfare in Basilan. the Sulu 
island closest to Zamboanga 
City. 
Residents in Zamboanga re­ 
ported military helicopters re­ 
turning from Basilan were 
loaded down with “ hundreds 
of wounded military personnel. 
M ilitary authorities con­ 
firmed reports that the town of 
Indanan, farther south in the 
archipelago in the island of 
Jolo, was razed to the ground 
during a battle Wednesday 
night. No reports of casualties 
from Indanan were available 
Nearly the entire population 
of Jolo is Moslem and Indanan 
has been a guerrilla stronghold 
for several months Many in­ 
habitants fled the village at the 
start of the Moslem rebellion 
five years ago. 
An infantry battalion was 
reportedly engaged in heavy 
fighting with the guerrillas near 
the Basilan town of Picpapul. 
and one army commander said 
the assault was expanding “ in 
all directions to pulverize the 
enemy positions.’’ 
The fighting was the first 
serious breach of a tenuous 
ceasefire signed last December 
between President Ferdinand 
Marcos and guerrillas of the 
Moro (Moslem) National Liber­ 
ation Front 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
president of the California’s 
largest farm organization today 
criticized 
Interior 
Secretary 
Cecil Andrus for proposing 
rules to enforce the 160-acre 
limitation on property receiv­ 
ing federal water.

Heringer said Andrus was at­

Andrus’ proposed rules 
are designed to bring about en­ 
forcem ent of the law and 
promote creation of family­ 
sized farms.

TALLAHASSEE, FLa (UPI)

“ I will rule as promptly as I 
can,” he said at the close of 
nearly eight hours of lawyer’s 
argum ents W ednesday. “ It 
won’t be tonight and perhaps 
not even tomorrow ” 
The weight of the argument 
for Spenkelink was that there is 
“ racial prejudice” in the way 
capital punishment is imposed 
in Florida because many more 
persons who kill whites get the 
death penalty than those who 
kill blacks.

Protestors call 
for punishment 
of Berkowitz 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 35 
demonstrators gathered outside 
a Brooklyn hospital Wednesday 
and chanted. “ We want justice! 
... Revenge Now!” Inside was 
David Berkowitz, the “ Son of 
Sam ” suspect 
The demonstrators, friends 
and relatives of the killer’s vic­ 
tims. were calling for the quick 
trial 
and puni shment of 
Berkowitz. 
They were led by 20-year-old 
Eva Freund, whose sister 
Christine. 26. was shot to death 
last Jan 30. in Queens, by the 
so-called ” .44-caliber killer.” 
Berkowitz has been charged 
with the murder of Miss Freund 
and five other young people who 
died in the yearlong string of 
lovers' lane ambushes around 
the city. 


on the lives of blacks, making it 
discriminatory and unconsti­ 
tutional, Miami attorney Tobias 
Simon argued. 
University of Chicago law 
professor Hans Zeisel, who has 
made a study of capital punish­ 
ment, said 92 per cent of the 87 
persons on death row in Florida 
are there for killing whites and 
only eight per cent for murder­ 
ing blacks. 
“ Somehow — and I’m sure it 
is unconscious — prejudice has 
crept into the system, a very 
strong suggestion of racial bias, 
indicating that in such a case as 
this (Spenkelink), had the vic­ 
tim been black, it would have 
had a different ending " 
Attorney General Robert 
Shevin said 80 per cent of the 
first degree murder cases in­ 
volve white victims. He said the 
law does not intend for the 
death penalty to be handed out 
on a quota system based on 
color of the victim. 
Shevin said Spenkelink, 28, 
got death because of his prior 
record of two armed robbery 
convictions, the fact that he 
was an escapee from a life 
prison sentence in California at 
the time of the murder and 
testimony that his victim either 
bled to death or drowned in his 
own blood. 
“ This is a nationwide assault 
to keep us from ever going back 
to capital punishment,” he said, 
urging Stafford to lift the stay 
and let the execution take 
place.

212 East Ocean who is home after spending 
two weeks with relatives in Michigan and Tennessee 
Actually, they come to us the long way around from 
her sister-in-law Bea Allison in Battle Creek 


Salad Dressing 
1 cup salad oil 
1 can tomato soup 
2/3 cup white vinegar 
4 teasp dry mustard 
1 teasp. paprika 
1 teasp. lemon juice 
1/2 small onion, ground 
2 teasp salt 
1/2 cup sugar 
Dash of Worcestershire sauce 
Blend well and refrigerate. 


Frozen Salad 
(Nice for Thanksgiving and Christmas) 
2-3 ounce packages cream cheese 
2 tblsp lemon juice 
1/2 cup mayonnaise 
1/4 cup sugar 
1 teasp salt 
1 No. 2*4 can fruit cocktail, drained 
1/2 cup chopped nuts 
1 cup whipping cream, whipped 
Blend softened cream cheese, lemon juice, sugar, 
salt and mayonnaise until smooth. Stir in the drained 
fruit cocktail and nuts Fold in whipped cream. Pour 
into a mold or freezer tray and freeze until firm. To 
serve, dip mold in hot water and quickly unmold onto a 
serving platter Cut into slices and serve. 


Freezer Slaw 
1 medium head of cabbage, grated 
1 or 2 carrots, grated 
1 red sweet pepper, chopped fine 
1 green sweet pepper, chopped fine 
1 onion, grated 
1 teasp. salt 
1 cup vinegar 
1/4 cup water 


2 cups sugar 
1 teasp. celery seed 
1 teasp. mustard seed 
Sprinkle salt over grated cabbage and mix well. Let 
stand for one hour, then drain thoroughly. While 
waiting for the cabbage, prepare the dressing by com­ 
bining vinegar, water, sugar, celery and mustard seed. 
Stir until the mix comes to a boil, and boil for one 
minute Remove from heat and let set until lukewarm. 
Combine pepper, carrots and onions and mix well. 
Pour the dressing over the vegetables and mix 
thoroughly. Pour into a tray and freeze Remove from 
freezer one hour before serving. 


No Roll Oil Pastry 
(Mrs Janzen notes that this pie crust is especially nice 
for those who cannot have solid shortening in their 
diets.) 
1 1/2 cups sifted flour 
1 1/2 teasp sugar 
1/2 teasp salt 
1/2 cup corn oil 
2 tblsp. milk 
In an 8 or 9-inch pie pan, sift together the flour, 
sugar and salt. Combine the oil and milk and whip with 
a fork. Pour all at once in the center of the flour mix­ 
ture. Mix with a fork. Press evenly with your fingers 
to line the bottom and sides of the pan. Fill as desired , 
bake as required for filling used. For a baked pie shell, 
prick entire crust. Bake in a 425 degree preheated oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes, cool and fill. 


In addition to recipes, Mrs Janzen also brought 
home treasures, such as a handmade quilt, her father's 
college grade cards dated 1893, letters written during 
the Civil War (1864) by her grandfather to the lady who 
later became her grandmother, and other papers 
dating back to the mid-llOOs.

Brown J r .’s new special assist­ 
ant for science and technology, 
says he wants to increase the 
state’s use of satellites for 
education, communication and 
even protection of the environ­ 
ment. 
Brown announced the ap­ 
pointment of Schweickart. 41, 
Wednesday. Under an agree­ 
ment with the National Nation­ 
al Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration, the state will pay 
half his $37.620 salary. 
Schweikart. lunar module 
pilot for Apollo 9 and backup 
commander for the first Skylab 
mission, said in an interview 
the use of satellites by states 
has not been fully developed. 
“ We can use space communi­ 
cations in disaster situations to 
im prove 
com m un ication s, 
interconnect students around 
the state and even around the 
world.” he said, adding that 
with planning “ it can all be 
done very cheaply.” 
Schweickart noted the state 
Division of Forestry has in­ 
stalled more than 10 monitoring 
stations around the state that 
relay to state offices via 
satellite information about soil 
moisture and snow cover. 
He said it is possible that 
similar monitoring could be 
conducted along the San An­ 
dreas fault in an attempt to 
predict earthquakes 
Schweickart said the federal 
government has imposed new 
duties on states to monitor 
coastal regions, strip mining 
and water quality, “ but has not 
yet given them the tools to do it 
properly.” 
He said NASA allows states 
to experiment with satellites 
“ for very little if any” money 
to determine if they can be 
adapted for special uses. But he 
added that “ there’s no mech­ 
anism to follow through ” 
“ Alternatives to that could be 
a group of states taking the in­ 
itiative on their own by buying 
or controlling a satellite if 
economically 
justifiable 
or 
even pressuring existing com­ 
m ercial industry to provide 
capabilities if there is a viable 
m arket." Schweickert said 
Schweickart said he was one 
of about 30 science advisers to 
governors around the nation. 
He said he met Brown during 
briefings with governors on 
science m atters and ways 
state s could use advanced 
technology to their advantage 
“ It got to the point where we 
agreed this was an opportunity 
that should be explored — to 
meet advanced technology.” he 
said

The Pope's birthday on Mon­ 
day will be marked by lavish 
festivities stretching into early 
October, according to plans an­ 
nounced by the Vatican Pope 
Paul planned to return to the 
Vatican today from his summer 
palace here to prepare for the 
celebration 
Vatican officials said they 
hoped the gala will cheer up the 
pontiff, who seem ed a bit 
depressed and lonely at his 
general audience Wednesday 
when he referred to himself as 
a “ poor hermit.” 
“ Thank you who have been so 
good and kind as to come to 
visit this poor hermit — a her­ 
mit. however, who watches 
from his position the life of the 
surrounding world, and above 
all life in the Church,” he said 
The Pope held the audience in 
Castel Gandolfo. his lakeside 
mansion in the Alban Hills 17 
miles southeast of Rome. The 
Pope has spent the past two 
months in the palace 
Vatican sources said the frail 
pontiff has been saddened by 
the schism with rebel French 
Archbishop 
Marcel 
Lefebvre 


over Vatican moves to make 
the church a more modern, 
more liberal institution 
And the Pope, who suffers 
from arthritis, also has been 
preoccupied with his own death, 
once warning followers that he 
can see “ the threshold of the 
beyond” approaching 
Vatican officials, however, 
have steadfastly denied press 
speculation that Pope Paul may 
resign and retire to a monas­ 
tery when he turns 80 
The pontiff's birthday cele­ 
brations begin Sunday night 
when 10.000 choir boys from all 
over Italy sing in a solemn 
mass celebrated by Pope Paul 
in St. Peter's Basilica. The 
mass will be televised through­ 
out much of Europe 
The highlight of the celebra­ 
tions comes Monday when the 
pontiff unveils St Peter's new 
bronze “ Door of Good and 
E v il” by Italian sculptor 
Luciano Minguzzi 
The symbols of evil on the 
door, which replaces an old 
wooden portal, include the sl­ 
ave trade in America and a 
N azi m a ssa c re of Italian 
hostages during World War II 
Good is portrayed through 
Pope John XXIII opening the 
Ecumenical Council and Pope 
Paul closing it. and a black 
bishop giving communion to a 
white soldier 
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departure lounge alone and 
walked across the tarmac to the 
Boeing 720. a mauve bag in her 
left hand 
But as about two dozen 
priests and nuns — black and 
white — gathered on the obser­ 
vation deck yelled. “ Good­ 
bye!" and screamed at her, 
Sister Janice turned, broke into 
a broad smile, waved her free 
arm heartily and blew kisses 
As white nuns shouted. “ Good 
luck!” black nuns wailed and 
then broke into a m elodic 
rendering of black A frica’s 
national hymn. “ God Bless 
Africa Listen to Our Prayers.”

Three workers for Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co., who were 
checking a “ patched” natural 
gas line in front of the building 
were critically injured, includ­ 
ing Donald Joseph, 33, assistant 
operations manager for the tour 
company. Joseph. Angelo Dap- 
pollonio, 57, and Paul Valdez, 
26, were reported in “ guarded” 
condition early today at San 
Francisco General Hospital. 


People in the building were 
disoriented by the blast, which 
occurred at 11:02 a.m ., in the 
building located near a popular 
attraction, the tum-of-century 
sailing ship Balclutha. Some 
staggered outside and collap­ 
sed. 
Dennis F u llalo v e, 23, a 
cashier in the Harbor Tours of­ 
fice. said the explosion oc­ 
curred as PG&E workerswere 
repairing a gas main in the 
building. 
“ Suddenly I heard this roar 
and it just felt like a giant 
picked me up and dropped me 
on my rump.” he said. 
Fullalove escaped with an 
arm injury but said “ other peo­ 
ple were blasted away, flying 
through the air.” The walls 
were blown at least 25 feet. 
Hundreds of tourists and 
workers watched as flam es 
enveloped the pier during the 
noon lunch hour. Hie smoke 
spread out many blocks away. 
E m p lo y es from n earb y 
stores pitched in to rescue some 
of the persons stranded inside 
the building after the entrance 
steps were destroyed. 
R em o G u a stu c c i, 46, a 
barber, dashed acro ss the 
street and jum ped onto a 
landing from where he helped 
three women climb to safety. 
“ The whole building was just 
shattered and people were run­ 
ning all over the place,” he 
said 
“ People were running around 
out of their minds.” said Dave 
McCloud. 21. an ambulance 
param edic who took c ritic a lly 
burned victim s to M ission 
Emergency Hospital. 
A dozen fire trucks fought the 
blaze as panic-stricken friends 
and relatives of victims sought 
information. 


HOUSTON (UPI) - David 
celebrated his sixth birthday 
Wednesday with the hope that 
space-age technology soon may 
allow him to leave the sterile 
“ bubbles” which provide the 
germ resistance his body lacks. 
David’s birthday present was 
a spacesuit, a miniature of the 
kind worn by America’s moon 
astronauts. 
David, whose last name has 
been withheld, was born with an 
immunity deficiency which has 
forced him to live in germ- 
resistant “ bubbles” at Texas 
Children’s H ospital and at 
home. 
But his doctors hope the 
spacesuit will provide new 
freedom to the dark-haired, 
brown-eyed boy when it is 
ready in the next few weeks. 
“ We had hoped David would 
have tried out the spacesuit 
before this birthday, but there 
were minor problems and it 
was returned to NASA for 
reworking,” a hospital spokes­ 
man said. 
He tentatively is scheduled to 
test the suit — in the works for 
months — in October. 
David, who celebrated his 
birthday at home with “ sterile” 
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cake and only a few friends and 
family, reportedly is “ very ex­ 
cited” about visiting the woods, 
beach and other remote places 
he has not seen. 
Despite his handicap, hospital 
spokesmen say David continues 
to develop at above average 
rates. 
Using a home “ bubble” and a 
special van, he has alternated 
six weeks at home and six 
weeks in the hospital since he 
was 3 months old. He watches 
television and works with a 
Houston Independent School 
District teacher two or three 
times weekly. 
He reportedly, reads “ ex­ 
tremely well” and has a “ fan­ 
tastic vocabulary.” 
“ David’s ability to spend 
time at home with his family 
has had a positive effect on his 
developm ent,’ ’ a sp ecialist 
said. “ His isolator is located in 
such a way that he can par­ 
ticipate in most family ac­ 
tivities.” 
David was born with “ severe 
combined immune deficiency 
disease,” a sex-linked disorder 
affecting one in 10,000 male 
infants. It killed his brother at 7 
months. David has survived 


longer than any previous vic­ 
tim. 
The disease robs the body of 
its disease-fighting abilities and 
leaves patients susceptible to 
many life-threatening bacteria 
and viruses, with which im- 
munologically normal persons 
can cope.

microorganisms have invaded 
David’s protective environment 
without causing harm and, in 
December, they reported bodily 
changes suggesting he might be 
outgrowing the problem. 
But they have declined to dis­ 
cuss details. 
“ We have nothing new to 
report at this time,” a hospital 
spokesman said this week.

"They 
know it’ll be a hard winter. 
Probably worse than last year. 
And last year was real bad.” 
The squirrels also were less 
than encouraging. 
The furry creatures have 
been feeding heavy on acorns 
and hoarding food — sure signs 
of a tough winter. 
"The squirrels are hoarding 
nuts and chattering,” 
said 
Corrine Smith, a Galena, 111., 
farm wife, who says she’s been 
watching squirrels for most of 
her 54 years. "It’s like they’re 
telling us we should get busy 
and start getting ready for a 
hard winter — maybe harder 
than last year.”

“We thought, aha. here's a 
way to make some money, and 
maybe help get her out of of­ 
fice.” he said

Many Chicano farm workers 
unaware of rights, survey shows 


SEATTLE (UPI) - If Dr. 
Eula Bingham has her way, the 
federal governm ent w on’t 
repeat such oddities as requir­ 
ing that cowboys riding the 
range be supplied with portable 
toilets. 
Dr. Bingham, 48. took over 
six months ago as head of the 
federal Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration, the 
agency which sets environmen­ 
tal standards at the nation’s 
workplaces. Since her tenure 
began, she says, OSHA has sl­ 
iced in half the paperwork 
required of employers, and has 
been eliminating unnecessary 
and confusing regulations that 
have been in the agency’s rule 
books for years. 
The 48-year-old industrial 
research chemist from Cincin­ 
nati. visiting here this week as 
part of a tour of regional OSHA 
offices, also said the agency has 
a lot of work to do in writing 
new standards for what she con­ 
siders high-risk areas This es­ 
pecially means the chemical in­ 
dustry. she said. 
“We haven’t begun to catch 
up with hazards associated with 
the 
technological 
explosion 
which began after World War 
II.” 
Genetic damage will be a 
special concern of OSHA. she 
said. 
“ We w ill be asking the 
National Institute of Health for 
some way of monitoring genetic 
damage.” she said Passing on 


such damage to the unborn is 
“an emotional issue if there 
ever was one 
One of two emergency stan­ 
dards which the agency has put 
into effect since she took over 
was to end use of dibromo 
chloropropane in a pesticide 
after workers exposed to the 
chem ical in California and 
Arkansas were found to be 
sterile. 
There were no challenges 
from the chemical industry to 
those emergency standards. 
“The cooperation may have 
only been in this one instance 
but I must say I'm grateful for 
it." said Dr Bingham 
The OSHA head also said that 
her agency will join in inspec­ 
tion program s with other 
federal regulatory bodies.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Almost half the Mexican and 
Mexican-American farm work­ 
ers in California think they are 
not entitled to the same legal 
protection as Anglo workers, a 
Department of Industrial Rela­ 
tions survey shows. 
A staggering 41 per cent of 
the 584 w orkers surveyed 
answered “no" to the question. 
“Did you know that foreign and 
non-Anglo workers have the 
same rights and equal protec­ 
tion as American citizens under 
California labor law‘>” 
“Considering that the ques­ 
tion is somewhat leading, this is 
indeed a challenging result." 
the survey said. 
The Department of Industrial 
Relations conducted the survey 
to find out how well farm 
workers understood their rights 
and determine what was the 
best method of communicating 
with the workers 
Survey figures also indicated 
that “seasonal Chicano farm 
workers are much more disad­ 
vantaged than their regular 
counterparts" and recommend­ 
ed communicating with the 
workers through television and 
radio messages in Spanish and 
through employers by perhaps 
attaching simple messages on 
information sheets attached to 
the workers paychecks 
The survey also disclosed 
that 21 per cent of the sampled 
population had potential claims 
under Workmen’s Compensa­ 
tion laws, but that a third of 
these did not attempt to recover 
lost wages and half of those 
requiring medical aid paid for 
th e 
m e d i c a l 
s e r v i c e 
themselves 


Even though m ost farm 
workers in the surveyed group 
were paid legally and with the 
proper frequency, the survey 
disclosed that only 23 per cent 
knew that the legal minimum 
wage was $2.50 an hour and 
“the vast majority” relied on 
the employer to pay them cor­ 
rectly 
Only two workers out of the 
584 had sought help from a 
government office in finding 
out how frequently they should 
be paid 
Nineteen per cent of the 
group had encountered unsafe 
working conditions, the survey 
showed, with more than half the 
tractors operated by Chicano 
farm workers being without 
required protective cages or 
rollover devices 
Communication 
with the 
farm workers must be in the 


Spanish language, the survey 
concluded, since 81 per cent of 
those questioned said their 
ability to communicate in writ­ 
ten English was “basically non­ 
existent." 


The church is a better chan­ 
nel of communication with 
these workers than their labor 
union, the survey showed 
A 
total of 55 per cent of the sam­ 
ple said they attended church 
regularly and 75 per cent said 
they were Roman Catholics 


Only 17 per cent of the sur­ 
veyed 
population 
identified 
them selves as belonging to 
either the United Farm Work­ 
ers or the Teamster unions 
The survey drew the conclu­ 
sion that the best communica­ 
tion with Chicano farm workers 
was direct — through people — 
rather than indirectly

Frank’s legal punch 
may floor Randle 


ORLANDO, Fla 
(U P I) — Former 
Texas Rangers’ Manager Frank Luc- 
chesi has sued Lenny Randle, the infield­ 
er who slugged him March 28. “ so that 
this sort of thing never happens again.” 
Lucchesi, 50, said he filed the suit 
Wednesday not for the money but “ to 
preserve the integrity of baseball.” 
He said, “ If you let Randle or any 
other player get away with this kind of 
violence, then anyone could punch out his 
manager or coach, get traded and then 
come out smelling like a rose.” 
The personal injury suit, filed by 
Orlando attorney James E. Shepherd, 
seeks more than $2.500 in damages, the 
minimum needed to have the case heard 
in Circuit Court. 
Under Florida law, a suit cannot ask 
for a specific amount, but Shepherd said 
$200,000 is a “ ball park figure” for the 
amount of actual and punitive damages 
Lucchesi will seek from Randle, who 
now plays for the New York Mets. 
Lucchesi, who was fired by the 
Rangers in June, said he wanted a sum­ 
mons to be served on Randle personally 
“ so he could do a little thinking I ’ve had 
to suffer a lot with this thing and now I 
think it’s time he started thinking about 
it too.” 
The suit charges that Randle slugged 
Lucchesi in the face with his fist on 
March 28, prior to an exhibition game 
between the Rangers and the Minnesota 
Twins, and that Randle kept hitting Luc­ 


chesi after the manager had lost 
consciousness 
Lu cch esi suffered a fractu red 
cheekbone that required surgery, a 
cracked rib and cuts and bruises. 
The suit says Lucchesi has incurred 
medical and hospital expenses and also 
“ suffered great humilation. embarrass­ 
ment, loss of personal and professional 
reputation, damage to his professional 
career and mental and physical pain and 
suffering and loss of income.” 
After the incident, Randle was 
suspended from baseball for a month, 
fined $10,000 and eventually waived out 
of the American League He later signed 
a five-year contract with the Mets. 
In July, Randle entered a no-contest 
plea to a negotiated misdemeanor bat­ 
tery charge and was fined $1,000 bv 
Orange-Osceola County Circuit Court 
Judge Maurice Paul.

County growth rate committee 
struggles with many questions 


Supervisor David Yager’s 
Growth Hate Ordinance Com­ 
mittee is grappling with more 
questions than answers at this 
stage in trying to come up with 
a growth ceiling for the county. 
The committee met Tuesday 
afternoon to prepare for their 
first work session with the 
Board of Supervisors on Oct. 3, 
8 a.m. in the supervisors’ hear­ 
ing room. 
Yager set up the work session 
— and is inviting just about 
anyone interested to monitor 
their presentation — to get 
direction from the board and 
talk about the com m ittee’s 
"concepts, not the nitty gritty 
at this stage.” 
In fact, the committee has no 
nitty gritty yet. as evidenced by 
the presentations by its sub­ 
committees. It is not known 
even if they'll ask for an ad­ 
visory election or continue on 
the path to creating an or­ 
dinance limiting growth 
The committee discussed 
having an election to get a 
sense of what the public wants, 
but the members are not firm 
on whether or not an election 
should take in the whole county, 
or even the North County. 
Yager said that it's possible 
the electorate may be voting on 
the proposed county split at the 
sam e election, and th eir 
proposed growth rate may "add 
fuel to the separatist fires.” 


If there’s to be an election, 
should there be an environmen­ 
ta l im p a c t stu d y done 
beforehand? Is an environmen­ 
tal impact study needed? And if 
there is an advisory election, 
should the voters have a multi­ 
ple choice on growth rates? 
Those are the kinds of questions 
the committee has no answers 
for, hence the work session with 
the supervisors Yager does, 
however, want to know whether 
or not the board thinks the com­ 
mittee is moving in feasible 
directions 
P art of the com m ittee’s 
problems has to do with what 
areas would be subject to a 
growth rate ceiling and a point 
system on what kinds of hous­ 
ing would be p e rm itte d . 
Municipal areas — cities within 
the county — are excluded, but 
a growth cap would certainly 
affect the cities. 


“ We 
can 
ask 
th e ir 
cooperation,” stated member 
James Morris, "but we can’t 
demand it.” 
Although the committee has 
more questions than answers 
now, some direction can be 
seen 
For instance, member Charis 
Bratt 
also a member of the 
County Planning Commission 
— said the growth limiting or­ 
dinance "would not change 
anyone's zoning or the general 


plan.” Administration of a 
growth ceiling would be focused 
on the building permit process 
with priorities for housing that 
is most needed, such as high 
density m ultiple dwellings 
given first priority with single 
family homes a lesser priority 
to alleviate the housing shor­ 
tage. 


At least, that’s the general 
thinking of the committee at 
this time. "There’s no way to 
set it in concrete.” said Yager 


And the free market situation 
can stymie good planning. Bratt 
noted that in today’s housing 
market, four single people are 
getting together to rent a four 
bedroom house for $100 a month 
each rather than paying $200 
each to live alone in four 
separate one bedroom apart­ 
ments. 


As the committee gets deeper 
in to its re s e a r c h , m o re 
problems seem to crop up. such 
as having a "growth rate ex­ 
change” between areas of 
highest and lowest demand

The year-long effort will 
reach trucks at unusual loca­

says the program "grew out of 
a study conducted in 1975-76 
within two of our divisions. We 
looked at 2.893 accidents involv­ 
ing trucks, found that trucks 
were at fault a high prcentage 
of the time. The major 
mechanical contributors were 
brake, tire, wheel and drawbar 
violations We think it is time to 
concentrate our inspection 
procedures, .to isolate these 
critical factors and make a 
point of identifying the really 
serious problems.” 
The CHP’s regular inspec­ 
tions, such as those performed 
at major scale facilities and at 
truck terminals, won’t be dis­ 
continued But some hours will

DEAR POLLY ~- My son got model car glue on his 
brand new 100 per cent cotton bedspread. I have tried 
vinegar, lighter fluid and kerosene to remove it and am 
sure that by now the stain is set. I have thought about 
dyeing the spread but am not sure it would work as the 
stains turned white after the spread was washed — 
MARY M 
DEAR MARY — I presum e the spread is some color 
and dyeing seem s to be your only recourse. But 1 think 
you should use color rem over on the entire spread 
before proceeding with the dyeing or you may cad up 
with the spots being lighter. Follow the directions on 
both the color rem over and dye as they are given on the 
boxes. - POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — i want to tell those who do macrame that 
the wooden spools the thread comes on make pretty beads” 
for hanging planters. They can be left as is or be painted or 
varnished — LORRAINE. 
DEAR POLLY — I would like to pass on some of my food, 
money, time and temper savers Buy in quantity and things 
that are on sale if possible Divide meat into useable sized por­ 
tions (hamburger patties, ham slices, etc.) and spread out in 
plastic bags or on trays to freeze until dry enough to package 
compactly without them sticking together 
Any desired 
amount is then easily available Tt Ui also works with green 
beans, peas and serving sized toppings of whipped cream 
I buy whole chickens as they are cheaper and put half of the 
cut up pieces in the bottom of a bread wrapper, give the bag a 
couple of twists to divide it and then add the rest of the 
chicken. Either a whole or half chicken is then easily 
available. 
Sort raw fruits and vegetables promptly Use first the things 
that are the most perishable and perhaps not quite as fresh 
looking as others. 1 open plastic bags of potatoes and think 
they keep better when dryer Cabbage, celery, etc will keep 
for days if one manages the moisture I put them in breed 
wrappers and leave the ends open If they start to get too dry 1 
moisten them a bit and close the end of the beg more If food 
gets too damp I trim it, put it in a clean bag and open the end 
more 
I even put raw peaches, apple sauce, cooked noodles, etc. in 
bread wrappers in meal-sued amounts with twists in between 
The same goes for sausage, link fashion and then freexe You 
can then remove just the amount needed and get it ready for 
cooking much quicker than when in a regular container. 
Lastly — do not be too "persnikity” to eat leftovers Yours 
for cheaper grocery bills — LEONA.

Carter too sheltered 


WASHINGTON — In the aftermath of 
the Lance affair, one thing above all is 
clear President Carter is too isolated, 
too carefully protected from the rude 
shocks of the outside world by a devoted, 
long-serving staff. That is true for the 
staff as well, coming straight out of 
Georgia with a strong 
b ias a g a i n s t the 
Establishment. 
The question that re- 
mains is whether 
there is a realization 
within the White 
House of the harm 
that has been done to 
the president himself. 
Loyal staffers cite his 
continued 
strong 
standing in the polls. 
But this may be one in­ 
stance of where the 
polls have not caught up with under­ 
currents of opinion around the country. 
The irony is that if action had been 
taken two months ago and the board 
swept clean the whole business already 
would have been forgotten. A pretext 
could have been found for Lance's 
resignation and the long, tortuous 
process of investigation and interroga­ 
tion on Capitol Hill thereby avoided. This 
would have presented difficulties for the 
president who had described Lance as 
his best friend in the world. 
Knowledge of even a little recent 


history, however, should have been in­ 
structive on this kind of friendship in 
high office. Harry Truman had his 
cronies and in the mutual loyalty that ex­ 
isted between them they did him infinite 
harm. Cronyism became the catch-word 
for favors and favoritism. 
If the lesson has been learned this ear­ 
ly in the Carter presidency, it may be a 
blessing in disguise although — as 
Winston Churchill said of a wartime set­ 
back so characterized — heavily dis­ 
guised. It could be an occasion for open­ 
ing up the Administration to other in­ 
fluences. other voices. 
The Georgia establishment imported 
from Atlanta has too narrow a compass. 
Lance was part of that establishment. 
His defenders say that what he did — 
those huge overdrafts — was no more 
than the common practice of other 
bankers in the South and, it may be, in 
the North. If that is true, a drastic 
overhaul of banking regulations is over­

tial horizon. 
Within the reach of a president are 
men and women of highly diversified 
views. He can summon them to him and 
in confidence they will let him have the 
thrust of their thinking. Whether he 
agrees or disagrees is unimportant, the 
essential being another component ad­ 
ded to the mix that the chief executive 
should have before him. 
The president retains a reservoir of 
goodwill. Except for the diehards, most 
people have wanted Carter to succeed. 
So soon after the horrors of Watergate, 
they have been reluctant to believe that 
the new president was plagued by nagg­ 
ing doubts of favoritism and the ills that 
can flow from it. This is one reason the 
Lance trouble has been slow to sink in. 
Reports from around the country show 
that it has sunk in and the likelihood is 
that the polls will sooner or later reflect 
it. Granted that the Lance affair is a baf­ 
fling business and most baffling of all is 
the fact that three top White House staf­ 
fers had seen the critical reports on 
Lance’s banking practices and had kept 
them from the president. 
This is a cardinal example of the kind 
of cocoon from which Carter must try to 
break out. He has so much to learn and if 
trusted men immediately around him 
are working overtime to shelter him. the 
learning process will be long delayed. 
And the urgency of what he must im­ 
mediately cope with does not allow for 
such a delay. 
The “ impossible office,” as Truman 
put it. is a bone crusher. So much of a 
president's time, as both head of state 
and head of government, is spent on the 
ceremonial side. With the parade of 
foreign emissaries to Washington, a 
great deal of Carter’s time has been 
spent on that side. While some of it may 
be useful, much of it is as evanescent as 
the early morning m ists over the 
Potomac. 
Carter had sessions with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and the official 
report was that all was sweetness and 
light. Returning home and announcing 
new settlements on the occupied West 
Bank. Begin went directly against the 
Carter hopes for a Middle East peace 
settlement 
A good man, a twice-born Christian, a 
good president, that is the cherished im­ 
age. To damage it in a comparatively 
trivial matter is sad. 


WASHINGTON - The ailing Sen. 
Hubert 
H umphr e y, 
D-Minn., 
demonstrating why he is called the hap­ 
py warrior, responded to the news that 
he has terminal cancer by visiting other 
patients in his hospital wing and offering 
them cheerful encouragement. He also 
passed around his 
flowers and candy to 
patients who didn't 
receive any. 
Such an attitude is 
typical of this warm, 
sensitive man who has 
endeared himself to 
h is 
Washingt on 
colleagues. It may ex­ 
plain why they want to 
do something for 
Hubert and why, 
therefore, full employ­ 
ment legislation may 
pass Congress. 
The word is spreading on Capitol Hill 
that the ebullient Humphrey wants 
eagerly to make one final, lasting con­ 
tribution to the country. He wants to 
provide more jobs for his fellow men 
who are out of work. He has joined Rep. 
Augustus Hawkins. D-Calif., in sponsor­ 
ing a bill calculated to achieve full 
employment. 
It may have a slight favor of the 1930s, 
with its provisions to use grants, loans, 
tax breaks and other fiscal devices to 
create more jobs. But suddenly the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill is given a good 
chance to pass. 
No less than Jimmy Carter is quietly 
preparing to throw his weight behind the 
bill. His top assistants have been in touch 
with aides of Humphrey and Hawkins. 
The staffs are now meeting daily, and a 
final agreement is expected in a few 
days. “ The president has personally ac­ 
celerated the timetable on this," one 
participant told us. 
Such heavywei#»ts as Labor Secretary 
Ray Marshall, domestic policymaker 
Stuart Eisenstat and economic adviser 
Charles Shultze are now involved in the 
negotiations. Once a tentative agree­ 
ment is reached, the president will dis-

cuss the final details personally with 
Humphrey and Hawkins. 
There remains a major conflict over 
the bill’s goal of driving down unemploy­ 
ment to four per cent. Just about 
everyone who wants to work should be 
able to get a job, allowing for the cons­ 
tant number between jobs, if the four per 
cent goal can be achieved. 
But some White House aides believe 
the figure may be unrealistically low 
“ The president doesn’t like the idea of 
being tied to a specific number,” one 
presidential assistant told our associate 
Howie Kurtz. "He wants to make a good- 
faith effort to reach the goal without hav­ 
ing his hands tied by a rigid timetable.” 
The bill would provide the monetary 
means to create more jobs. Federal 
funds, for example, would be awarded to 
private companies for needed public 
works projects. This would be sup­ 
plemented by public service jobs and 
government training programs. 
But if these efforts should fall short of 
the four per cent goal, then the federal 
government would become the 
"employer of last resort.” It would 
provide temporary, low-paying jobs to 
those who can’t find work elsewhere 
The White House objects to this provi­ 
sion. “ You c a n ’t legislate full 
employment," complained one Carter 
adviser. “ You can’t have a legally en­ 
forceable plan where an unemployed 
person can go into court and say, ‘Judge, 
I want a job.’” 
Explained another White House of­ 
ficial: "First we want to test the idea of 
large-scale public service jobs.” Before 
the government does any more hiring, he 
said, the president wants to try out his 
planned 1.4 million welfare jobs and 
200,000 youth jobs. 
Congressional 
backers argued, 
however, that the “ last resort” jobs are 
not automatic and would be created only 
if the president and Congress decide they 
are needed. 
The two sides are also negotiating over 
the role of the Federal Reserve Board, 
which controls the nation’s monetary 
policy. Under the bill, the Fed would be 


required to certify to Congress whether 
its monetary policy will help achieve full 
employment. But congressional liberals 
believe that the nation’s growth is being 
stymied by the crafty, conservative Fed 
chairman, Arthur Bums. 
“ For years, economic policy has been 
made in the backrooms by Arthur Bums 
and a few private bankers who sit on the 
Fed,” complained one congressional ex­ 
pert. “ This bill would take economic 
policy out of the backrooms and put it on 
the floor of Congress. ” 
Agreed one presidential assistant: 
“ Nowhere in the Constitution does it say 
that bankers shall have a branch of the 
federal government.” But he added: 
“ While we don’t mind if Congress con­ 
flicts with the Fed, it would be a major 
political battle for the administration to 
infringe on the independence of the 
Fed ” 
Some of Carter’s economic advisers 
are also worried that the legislation will 
fuel inflation “ The inflation problem is 
very real,” a White House economist 
told us. 
Humphrey and Hawkins insist, 
however, that lower unemployment 
doesn’t necessarily lead to more infla­ 
tion. For each one per cent reduction in 
the jobless rolls, they say, the govern­ 
ment saves about $20 billion in un­ 
employment checks, food stamps and 
other benefits. “ This bill will help Carter 
balance his budget,” said a supporter. 
A compromise between the two sides, 
nevertheless, is in the offing. And Presi­ 
dent Carter will come out fighting for a 
national commitment to full employ­ 
ment.

State project bandwagon?

The rush this week to get on the state 
water p r oj e c t bandwagon was 
phenomenal. Not since the halcyon days 
of the mid 1940s has there been such a 
coming together of minds. In the view of 
some observers, the need for water has 
made strange bedfellows. In this case, 
the conservative and 
sparsely 
populated 
north county on the 
one hand and on the 
other, the more liberal 
and more densely pop­ 
ulated south county. 
The issues are not 
that clearly defined, 
yet, but there has to be 
hope for proponents of 
the state project, in 
the action this week of 
the Goleta County 
Water District. A 
resolution passed by the district’s board 
of directors spells out a need for sup­ 
plemental water “ from any source ” 
An observer close to the water district 
agreed with this reporter that a move to 
block a vote favorable for supplemental 
water failed to materialize. The direc­ 
tors according to their resolution, made 
it clear that the area’s need for sup­ 
plemental water was great enough to 
make them want to acquire it from any 
source, including by extension, from the 
state project. Of course the thrust in the 
Goleta area is still behind the conjunc­ 
tive use concept, which is being debated 
now. It should be noted that the direc­ 
tors, in effect are leaving it up to a vote 
of the people to decide the question of 
getting state water. But what can the 
voters do. now that the directors have 
declared that 1,500 a.i. of supplemental 
water is needed immediately to offset a 
current deficit? 
A knowledgable north county official 
said Wednesday that the Goleta officials 
had finally realized that they couldn’t 
close the door to the state project in the 
face of acute need. 
If the Goleta district did finally vote 
for the state project for their area, and 
voters elsewhere concurred, it would 
mark the end of divisions that have 


threatened the prospects for the state 
project. A countywide election is ten­ 
tatively scheduled for November 1978, 
although some officials have said more 
than one election would probably be held. 
As recent as a couple of weeks ago, 
Stanley C Hatch, legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, glumly commented that the 
political divisions over water were so 
great that the state project might never 
“ see the light of day in Santa Barbara 
County.” 
Hatch was in Sacramento Wednesday 
and not available for comment. 
It was in the 1940s when all the 
ranchers and landowners came together 
to discuss the then proposed Cachuma 
Project. A pamphlet rallying the leaders 
to a meeting, spoke of coming together 
in an “ all for one and one for all” spirit. 
Later, voters in the Lompoc Valley 
area were to reject the concept of 
Cachuma, but when it did finally carry, 
in the county, they sent their leaders in 
to make sure that they would get their 
fair share of the Cachuma project yield. 
In more recent times, divisions and 
disagreements have been the rule rather 
than the exception. There was deep divi­ 
sion in the late 1980s over the proposed 
and now defunct Lompoc Project; and 
now in the mid and late 1970s, deep divi­ 
sion on the question of conjunctive use. 
On one side, in the latter case, almost to 
a man or a woman are all the forces in 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District ; and on the other many ele­ 
ments in the south county. Most 
observers, north or south, agree the con­ 
cept will probably produce more yield 
from Cachuma, but they disagree on the 
amount and they disagree on the impact 
the system will have on the underground 
water quality in the Lompoc Plain 
Those same elements were lined up in 
about that geographical configuration on 
the question of committing for state 
project water. 
Hatch’s pessimism was well founded 
for recent times. As recent as a few 
weeks ago, the water commission of the 
City of Santa Barbara was recom­ 
mending that their city council not ask 


for any state water. 
Forces in Goleta were also publicly 
hostile to the state project. Despite his 
pessimism. Hatch did ask the question 
that may have been asked by some south 
county entities. In a telephone conversa­ 
tion with this reporter recently, Hatch 
said. “ They need supplemental water in 
the south county, and if they don’t get it 
from the state project, they have to ask 
themselves, where are they going to get 
it?” Hatch also made another revealing 
comment. I had asked him if he thought 
there might be some legal skirmishes in 
a move by some forces to block the state 
project and he replied that it was more 
likely that there would be legal action if 
the state water were not brought into the 
county. 
There could still be trouble ahead. The 
county water agency must complete 
studies on the controversial conjunctive 
use concept and wrap up engineering on 
the in-county distribution system for 
state water. It should be noted that first 
delivery of the state water would come 
in about 1986, and that’s nine years down 
the road from today. 
And in the minds of most people is the 
thought that the voters are going to 
decide the key questions of bonding, tax­ 
ing and paying for the state water. 
Prices of up to 1700-plus per acre foot 
have been quoted for Lompoc at 1986 
prices And some observers predict that 
the price could go higher.
